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In connection with the question which was raised by you in 
our meeting on Hay 9, X have been instructed to state that the 
policy of the Soviet Government on the Laos question was unalterably 
based and is based on the agreement reached in Vienna between the 
Cha-t -man of the Council of Ministers of the USSR, N.S. Khrushchev 
and President Kennedy, which was reflected in the statement about 
their meeting* In this statement, as is known, it was said that 
the Heads of Government of the USSR and the USJ^reaffiraed their 
support of a neutral and independent Laos under a government chosen 
by the Laotians themselves, and of international agreements for 
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Insuring that neutrality and independence, and in this connection 
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they have recognized the importance of an effective cease fire in 

Laos. 1 ’ / 
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The Soviet G over n m e nt , as in the past, considers that with the 
aim of avoiding the possibility of the occurrence of any unexpected 
developments in Laos it is necessary as soon as possible to solve 
the Laos problem by means of the creation of a coalition government 
and the conclusion of the agreements which on the whole have already 
been worked out at the Geneva Conference on Laos* The wain task, in 
the opinion of the Soviet Government, consists now in the carrying 
out of the aforementioned joint Soviet-American statement and also 

of those 
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of those statements concerning the necessity for the settlement of 
the Laotian problem on the basis of the creation of a neutral and 
independent Laos which all participants of the Geneva Conference on 
Laos made* 

In this connection the Soviet Government hopes that the Gove rn — 
ment of the United States trill bring the necessary influence to bear 
on the Bonn Oum-Nosavan clique and will force it to cease the sabotage 
of the formation in Laos of a coalition gover nm ent of national unity 
and of the peaceful settlement of the Laotian question as well as 
cease the systematic provocations staged by it in Laos in violation 
of the cease fire agreement* The Go vernment of the United States 
will scarcely deny that it is the one which has at its disposal the 
possibilities far exerting appropriate influence on the Borax Oum- 
Nosavan clique, influ ence which unfortunately is not being fully 
used* 
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
